sph ndid wood but also for the thin- 
shelled white walnuts th a t it 
pro- 
!u c c i \ c c o i dimrly, this tree was in­ 
troduced. into Europe; tirst in 
the 
Balkans and then into Spain 
and 
Italy. When this attra ctiv e 
wood 
was grown in Italy or Spam it was 
called Italian or Spanish 
w alnut; 
when it was grown in France or E n ­ 
gland it was called French <>r Eng- 
walnut. in other words, the im­ 
pelled French walnut, English wal­ 
nut, or Italian Walnut are all 
the 
same specie's of wood the name m ere­ 
ly designating where the wood grew. 
After America was discovered a n ­ 
other walnut became just as im por­ 
tant among the world's fine cabinet 
woods. This was the American wal­ 
nut, known also in tin* tree a s black 
walnut. The wood oi‘ this species is 
somewhat d ark e r than tin* wood of 
lie European species, and it is also 
somewhat heavier and stronger. D ur­ 
ing the last two hundred years E u r ­ 
ope has very frequently adopt« d tli" 


Two or three generations back it 
was the custom to sleep with tightly 
closed windows and with blinds shut 
to exclude tin* sunshine, let it fade 
tin* carpets, rugs and window hang-! the sun 
ings.

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Correct Color in Shades Helps 
in too Bright or Gloomy Rooms

New Colors Have Come So Promin­ 
ently Into The Limelight That It 
Is Very Easy To Find A Suitable 
Color For Every Need 


One of the most ¡important items 
in furnishing a room is the selecting 
of shades that will either lighten or 
darken an 
interidr. 
This 
detail, 
■which acts as a transform ation, is 
surely within 
the 
reach 
of 
any 
purse. 
Xow 
colors have come 
so 
prominently into the limelight that 
it 
is very easy to find a suitable 
color lor every need and one should 
not overlook the fact 
that shades 
play an important part in furnish­ 
ing. 


Shades break wall 
spaces most 
delightfully and form a background 
for drapes. 
A ittle study now and 
then of new tones which are con­ 
stantly being placed on the market 
is helpful in working out new and 
often thrilling ideas, so novel, 
so 
correct, we wonder we hove 
never 
considered them before. 
For color, rich glowing tones add 
beauty to a dark, depressing room, 
■while 
cool shades 
bring sunshine 
] it" its proper place. “ How bright 
and cheery you seem, the room a l­ 
most 
Hooded 
with sunshine," our 
casual guest remarked as he entered 
our dining room on a dull dismal 
morning, “ llow did you accomplish 
it ! " 
The 
laconic 
answer 
was 
“ Shades.” Sure enough it was 
a 
wise choosing that had obtained this 
sunshiny result. 
I he >outhem exposure, while 
it 
should never if possible be chosen 
for dining room treatment, yet o f­ 
ten as such should he made the best 
of. Here shades play an important 
part. If wrongly chosen, they des­ 
troy the effect one is striving for. 
“ What colors shall they b e ? ” is 
a 
question often asked and with ever- 
increasing tones to 
choose 
from, 
one turns instinctively to the range 
of yellows for best results in dark 
rooms. There is a tone known 
as 
‘‘Light 
snatching,” 
a 
peculiar 
shade of yellow that is 
luminous, 
which lights tremendously a dismal 
dining room. Buff often works a d ­ 
mirably if it apparently melts into 
the wall treatm ent, 01* if broken by 
a drape of distinctly different tones 


that cause the shade to stand out 
more prominently. Pa t h 
or pongee 
shades with peacock 
blue 
drapes 
lend character 
to 
a dark 
dining 
room. The rug should take on the 
same tone 
to 
create 
atmosphere. 
White painted 
furniture 
can 
be 
used, it is far better to choose m a­ 
hogany 
or some dark tone which 
produces a 
charming contrast 
to 
the walls, shades intermingled with 
drapes. 


Apple green and moss arc often 
chosen with the soft golden drape 
creating a not too rich combination 
and pleasantly breaking a soft tone 
wall. One should keep alw ays 
to 
simple lines to 
create 
a success. 
Lemon yellow iwth soft green may 
work admirably, while occasionally 
certain tones of blue 
are 
in good 
taste. No longer are we limited 
to 
buff and gray for shade treatment 
but can choose new 
colors which 
lend 
individuality. To obtain orig­ 
inality with good taste one should 
acquire a knowledge of color com­ 
bination before attempting to apply 
it, as shades are often the control­ 
ling factor in 
creating 
a 
touch 
that is appealing. 
Tasted cambric colors 
carefully 
chosen, 
blend 
admirably 
with 
drapes. They form exquisite breaks 
in wall space, a phase in interior 
decorating that we are looking for. 
These have a quality that is adm ir­ 
able, .for they never fade 110 matter 
how bright the sunlight plays 
on 
the window. Thus do they have an 
enviable 
position 
in 
the 
shade 
world the wide 
range 
of 
colors 
making it possible to select advis­ 
edly 
contrasting 
01* 
harmonious 
tones that tit into interior decorat­ 
ing schemes. 


There is another 
factor 
which 
often creates satisfactory 
results 
and that is the addition of window 
boxes that tit in 
even

sill. Take care not to till these with 
scarlet geraniums, choosing 
rather 
pink begonias or yellow and white 
primroses. Flowers are often chos­ 
en to fill these boxes

Then you will have an idea of just 
how important these features are in 
making a house habitable. The eaves 
of our ancestors had no 
windows, 
and only one opening1 Tor a door; 
the mark of a primitive hut is the 
fewness of its doors and windows. 
Deference and shelter 
were 
most 
easily secured with few openings. 
Nowadays we do 
not 
have to 
contend 
with 
warlike 
neighbors, 
and glass is not a luxury possible 
for only the rich. We can have win­ 
dows and doors wherever they are 
needed in our 
buildings 
to make 
passage easy and convenient, 
and 
to afford ample light and air, and 
we can have them without making 
our homes less secure against the 
weather, and without 
unreasonable 
expense. 
Today when you start) to build 
your home, the 
frames 
for your 
doors and windows are 
the 
tirst 
finished 
woodwork that comes 
to 
your building site. How many of us 
stop to think of these 
frames 
as 
being an innovation 
of compara­ 
tively modern 
times: 
In 
ancient 
times, the doors or gates were hung 
directiv to the masonry walls. 
In­ 


stead of windows there were only 
narrow openings 
high 
up in the 
walls. As time went on, and glass 
came to be 
more commonly used, 
there came the demand for a win­ 
dow that 
would 
open. 
At 
tirst, 
frames were made of lead, operat­ 
ing with pivots or hinges. The ear­ 
liest wooden frames and sash were 
of the casement type. The double­ 
hung window as we know, it today 
is a development 
of the last 
20Q 
years. Wood door frames came in­ 
to existence at 
the same time as 
wood window Iframes. 
Obviously, the openings in a wall 
are its most vulnerable points ,from 
the standpoint! of weatherproofness, 
le we would keep the interior 
of 
our homes eo-mfqrtable, in all kinds 
of weather, we must look carefully 
to the kind and construction of the 
doors and the windows themselves, 
and the frames which join it to the 
main walls. If any of these—doors, 
windows*or fram es— are ill-fitting, 
not properly constructed, leaky and 
rattling, 
there is a waste of heat 
from 
expensive fuel, 
and there is 
discomfort within the house. 
The construction of the exterior 
walls determines the type of frame 
to be used. There are types adapt­ 
ed to masonry, brick veneer, frame 
and stucco 'houses. Northern white 
pine is considered the 
best wood 
for fratmes, windows 
and 
outside 
doors. While the 
construction 
of 
frames is 
rather 
a 
complicated 
process* and it is unnecessary 
to 
go into it' deeply, it always pays to 
check up on such 
points 
as the 
kind of pulleys, the easy access 
to 
sash weights, and the weatherproof 
features. As a general 
rule, 
the 
trademark of a reliable concern in­ 
sures the best value in frames, as 
in other woodwork. 
Windows that are not well made 
will cause draughts, rattle and a l­ 
low rain to ruin the walls, curtains 
and lloor finish of the house. Whet­ 
her they slide up 
and 
down, or 


swing on 
hinges, 
they 
can 
and 
should be quite weatherproof. “ R e­ 
member “ way back when” window* 
had spring snaps which slipped in­ 
to holes in the frame to hold them 
up at any one' of two or three posi­ 
tions? In modern windows this 
i* 
accomplished much better and more 
easily by means of 
balancing 
the 
sash with weights. 
To insure weather tightness, the 
sash must 
fit its frame. But here 
let us give a word of warning. Do 
not try to cure a new window that 
s tic k s by planing. You may find that 
when th e ‘«building 
is 
thoroughly 
dry, 
it will shrink somewhat and 
be loose. The hardware is perhaps 
the .most important item in making 
the opening weatherproof. 
The weakest point in double-hung 
windows, from the 
standpoint 
ol 
weather tightness, 
is the 
“ check 
rail,” where the two sash meet. One 
of the best makes 
on the 
market 
has these meeting rails notched on 
“ ra'bbeteed,” thus forming a mosl 
effective barrier against air 
leak­ 
age. Even the putty used is impor­ 
tant. Large panes should be pack- 
puttied to prevent melting frost or 
steam from causing the wood 
tc 
rot. A well-made window saves sc 
much of your carpenters’ time 
or 
the job in fitting and adjusting that 
it is well worth its additional cost 
over ordinary “ millvvork. ” 
Outside doors, too, are subjected 
to such trying variations 
of mois­ 
ture 
and temperature that 
their 
construction becomes a matter 
of 
much care. TV lien you buy ja door, 
all that you can see o>n its surface 
is how it looks. * Tin* construction 
has to be*taken 
more 
or less for 
granted. In many doors, the “ core 
is put together of small blocks, and 
tlic outer veneer is also applied with 
glue. Thus waterpoorf 
glue is 
an 
especially 
important 
item.

were a. species of walnut growing in 
ljnrsia 
whi.-li produced 
a walnut 


wood rather light in weight 
and 


light, in color. This tree was very 
luui-li in demand, not only i'or 
its 


splendid wood l>ut also for the thin- 
shelled white walnuts that it pro- 
...i-eil. Arcoi(liii!rly. this tn-i- was in- 
troduced* into Europe; first in the 
Balkans and then into Spain 
and 


Italy. When this attractive 
wood 


\v;is grown in Italy or Spain it was 
•ailed Italian or 'Spanish 
walnut; 


when it was grown in Franco or En- 
gland it was called Freni-h or Kng- 
ish walnut- In other words, the im- 
lortnd French walnut, English wal- 
iiil, or Italian walnut are all 
the 


same species of wood the name niere- 
y designating where the wood grew. 


After America was discovered an- 


other walnut became just as impor- 
tant among the world's fine cabinet 
voods. This was the American wal- 
nut, known also in the tree as black 
valnut. The wood of this species is 
somewhat darker than the wood of 
lie European species, and it is also 
iiimcwhat heavier and stronger. Dur- 
ng tin- last two hundred years Eur- 
ope has very frciiucully adopted the 
\merican walnut for furniture man- 
ifacturc, particularly north-.rn lin- 
•ope where it is considered superior 
n the native light species. On the 
)lher hiind Arai-rj-ii has come to im-j 
iort practically no Iv.u-opcan walnut, 
ising iis own line specifs almost cn- 
irely.

ironghl out furniture of very light 
•alnut, very similar in appearance 


<i ho old and 
far-famed 
Persian

or less discontinued because of the

1 was discovered that by finishing 
he American walnut without stains 
n a natural finish, a very satisfac- 
ory and light-colored finish could 


PI- obtained. These finishes were u.s- 
lally railed French walnut, Hugue- 
lot walmil and other trade names. 
\s a matter of fact, however, all of 
.he American made ".French 
wal- 


mt" furniture is of the native wai 
ml wood. A 'proper description 
ot 


:his furniture, then; would indicate 
:hat it is made of American walnut 
rat given a "light"' or "French'' or 
•Hugenot" finish. 


The extremely light "French wal- 


iuf finishes were apparently more 
11- less of a fad but served a useful 
mrposc in getting American furni- 
.ure manufacturers away from 
the 


liabit of staining beautiful 
woods 


..ke walnut so dark that the grain 
and figure of the wood was prsietie- 
illy obljlcrated. In the furniture bc- 
m*r made today 1he natural finishes 
are being used to a greater extent 
than ever before, with the result that 
present day furnilmv shows 
the 


beauties of fine cabinet woods much 
better than ever 'before. 


Now it is understood that the term 
French -walnut" is applied to furni- 


ture we see advertised and 
pur- 


chased so frequently does not imply 
that the wood used therein is an im- 
ported species. Consequently, we can 
buy it with great confidence, for we 
know the merits of American-made 
walnut furniture as weighed against

must be twisted tighter frequently 
but will be found in the longer and 
larger spring of a li,inch diameter 
roller. 


In the 1] inch size shade roller i! 


is possible to have a chamber with 
approximately twenty-five 
percent 


greater capacity. The size of the 
spring can be increased proportion- 
ately. This means a spring of great- 
er length and diameter with plenb 
of reserve power. 


In drawing a shade to a certain 


larger, 
extra-powered 


spring is subjected to no such dis- 


and strain as in the ease 


of the small spring. The spring is 
not nearly wound to its 
maximum 


capacity even when the shade 
drawn full and there is plenty 
reserve strength availble to secure 
pormpt but smooth and well bal- 
anced action from the spring when 
action is required. 


Another big thing that makes for 


smooth shade actiqn is the em-um- 


hand, that it requires forty revolu- 
tions of the barrel to roll up the' 
cloth o!i a small size roller. The 
same shade mounted on a roller of 
the large size would require twenty- 
five percent fewer revolutions or 
thirty revolutions to roll it to the 
desired height. This not only makes 
the shade roll more 
evenly 
and 


smoothly but the 
strain 
on the 


spring is also lessened very mater- 
ially. 


T*Yom the points which we have 


just enumerated it -can readily ,be 
seen that the larger the roller, the 
smoother it operates, 
which, 
of 


course, results in longer life for the 
shade cloth. 


•It is true that the larger size rol- 


lers are higher in price than the 
smaller rollers. But this additional 
cost is so small as compared to the 
difference in length of service of 
cache oiler that it is not worthy of 
consideration. 


When it comes to this matter of 


price, it should be rememberd that 
this additional cost means 
better 


rollers that arc more able to stand 
the strain of daily service. When 
we'eonsider ihow -mu«h Jonger 
the 


shade cloth will last when mounted 
on rollers that 
work evenly and 


smoothly, then it is plainly evident 
that the slight additional expendi- 
ture is more economical in the end. 


In -window shade service the best 


results and the longest wear 
are 


obtained from shades that are made 
of tinted cambric shading 
and 


mounted on 1J inch shade rollers. 


In addition to the powerful, over- 


size springs that are necessary for 
good shade roller service there arc 
several other points that m-.'.st 
be 


considered. 


Every shade roller should 
have 


the square Cut pawls and notches 
in the end of the roller that con- 
trols the action. This newest addi- 
tion to good shade rollers automati- 
cally locks the shade at just the de- 
sired height in the 
windows.

•causes the shade to respond readily 
to the touch and insures quick, po- 
sitive action when action is requir- 
ed.

control is best secured when the 
pawls are made of .brass and the 
notches of steel. These two metals

Alt roetal parts that contact with 


the shade cloth should be nickeled 
metal as' this -prevents rust.. In days 
past, rust. streaks- from the metal 
used in shade rollers was quite 
a 


common sight. 


Warped barrels of shade rollers 


should also be avoided if the win- 
dows of the home are to be kept 
neat and attractive. Every shade 
rollpr barrel should be evenly grained 
and thoroughly seasoned to prevent 
•warping.. Straight 
rollers always 


roll the cloth evenly and smoothly, 
thereby keeping the window shades 
in excellent condition for years.

Frames, Windows And Doors 


HARDWARE- IS IMPORTANT 


Owner Must Avoid 'Planing New 
Frames That Have Tendency To 


Stick—Back Putty Needed 


Try, if you will, to imagine a 


house without windows or doors. 
Then you will have an idea of just 
how important these features arc in 
making a bouse SiabitaWe. The caves 
of our ancestors had no 
windows, 


and only one opening ;£or a door; 
Hie mark of a primitive hut is the 
fewness of its doors and windows. 
Deference and shelter were 
most 


easily secured with few opening. 


Nowadays we do 
not 
have io 


conk-nd 
"with 
warlike neighbors, 


and ?rliass is not a luxury possible 
for only the rich. TA'e can liave win- 
dows and doors wherever they are 
needed in onr buildings to make 
passage easy and convenient, and 
to afford simple light and air, and 
we van 'have them without making 
our homes less secure against the 
weather, and without unreasonable 
•expense. 


Today when' yon starlji to build 


your home, the frames 
for your 


•doors and windows are 
the first 


finished woodwork that -pomes 
to 


your building site. How many of us 
stop to think of these 
frames as 


being an innovation of compara- 
tively modern times; In ancient 
times, the doors or gales were hnnp 
•directly to the masonry walls. In- 


stead of windows there were only 
narrow openings 
high 
up in the 


walls. As time 'went on, and glass 
came to be more commonly used, 
there came the demand for a win- 
dow that 
would 
open. 
At 
first, 


frames were made of lead, operat- 
ing with pivots or hinges. The ear- 
liest wooden frames and sash were 
ctf the casement type- The dotrble- 
hung window as we know, it today 
is a development of the last 20Q 
years. Wood door frames came in- 
to existence at the same time as 
wood window ifranies. 


Obviously, the opening^ in a wall 


are its most vulnerable points ,froin 
the standpoint! of 'weatherproofness. 
Ic we would keep the interior of 
our homes comfqrtalblci in all kinds 
of weather, .we must look carefully 
to the kind and construction of the 
doors and the windows themselves, 
and the frames whicQi join it to the 
main walls. If any of these—doors, 
windows* or frames—are ill-fitting, 
not properly constructed, leaky and 
rattling, there is a waste of heat 
from expensive fuel, and there is 
discomfort within the house. 


The construction of the exterior 


walls determines the type of frame 
to be used. There are types adapt- 
ed to masonry, 'brick veneer, frame 
and stucco 'houses. Northern white 
pine is considered the best wood 
for frames, windows and 
outside 


doors. While the

A great interior decorator recent- 


ly made the statement that he con- 
sidered the <diaraeter of the surface 
about to be decorated of far 
more 


importance than the quality of the 
ipaint or varnish 
used. In other 


>words, almost any ordina'ry paint or 
varnish -will hold on a surface prop- 
erly prepared for 
that particular 


product, while the ibest product w 
not "stick" to a poorly 
prepared 


surface. 


'Primers and fillers are Hie prin- 


<upal surface preparers. They must 
vary to suit the type of wood 
to 


which they arc to be applied. There 
are some twenty-odd varieties of 
•wood in •common use today. It is ab- 
surd to suppose that any 
single 


paint, varnish or primer oould satis- 
fy so many different 
requirements. 


It would be just as rational to sup- 
pose that one hat could fit all heads. 


The various classes of wood have 


individual tripes of grain, 
which 


make them more or less porous. The-' 


priming coat for soft, porous wood 
should contain an excess of linseed 
oil to satisfy the absorbing proper- 
ties of such wood. This excess of 
oil prevents the absorption by the 
wood of too much of the liriuid in the 
unthinned paint. Sufficient of 
this 


li<iui<l must remain to bind and hold 
the pigment to the surface in 
Hie 


case of paint or the resin in 
the 


case of .varnish. 


•On the contrary, the priming coat 


for hard, close-grained wood should 
contain an excess of turpentine to 
assist in carrying the coating into 
the pores of the wood.
